at the peace congress yesterday: 

Gentlemen, plenipotentiaries of 
the German Empire: It is neither 
the time nor the place for super- 
fluous words. You have before 
you the accredited plenipotentia- 
ries of alt the small and great 
Powers united to fight together in 
the war that has been so cruelly 
imposed upon them. The time 
has come when we must settle our 
account. 

You have asked for peace. 
are ready to give you peace. We 
shall present to you now a book 
which contains our conditions. 
You will be given every facility to 
examine these conditions, and the 
time necessary for it. Everything 
will be done with the courtesy that 
is. the privilege of civilized na- 
tions. 

To give you 


\We 


mv thought com- 
pletely, you will find us ready to 
give you any explanation you 
want, but we must say at the same 
time that this second treaty of 
Versailles has cost us much 
not to take on our side all the nec- 
essary precautions and guarantee 
that the peace shall be a lasting 
one. 

I will give vou notice of the pro- 
cedure that has been adopted by 
the conference for the discussion, 
and if any one has any observa- 
tions to offer he will have the 
right to do so. No oral’ discussion 
is to take place, and the observa- 
tions of the German delegation 
will have to be submitted in writ- 
ing. 

The German  plenipotentiaries 
will know that they have the maxi- 
mum period of 15 days within 
which to present in English and 
french their written observations 
on the whole of the treaty. Before 
the expiration of the aforesaid pe- 
riod of 15 days, the German dele- 
gates will be entitled to send their 
reply on particular headings of the 
treaty or to ask questions in re- 
gard to them. 

Will Answer in Writing. 

After having examined the 
servations presented within 
aforementioned period, the Su 
preme Council will send their an- 
swer in writing to the German 
delegation, and determine the pe- 
riod within which the final global 
(world-wide) answer must be 
given by this delegation. 

The President wishes to add that 
when we receive, after two or 
three or four or five days, any 
observations from the German del- 
egation on any point of the treaty, 
we shall not wait until the end of 
the 15 days to give our answer.

Every nation knows 
of deeds and of people, 
which the best nationals 
only remember with regret. 
I do not want to answer by 
reproaches to reproaches, but I ask 
them to remember, when repara- 
tion is demanded, not to forget the 
armistice. It took us six weeks until 
we got it at last, and six more 
until we came to know your con- 
ditions of peace. ; 

“War Crimes Part of Defensc.”’ 

Crime in War may not be excus- 
able, but they are commftted in the 
struggle for victory and in the de- 
fense of national existence, and 
passions are aroused which make 
the conscience of people blunt. 

The hundreds of thousands of 
non-combatants who have perished 
since Nov. 11 by reason of the 
blockade were killed with cold de- 
liberation, after our adversaries 
had conquered and victory had 
been assured to them. Think of 
that when you speak of guilt and 
of punishment. 

The measure of the guilt of all 
those who have taken part can 
only be stated by an impartial in- 
quest before a neutral commission 
before which all the principal per- 
sons of the tragedy are allowed to 
speak and to which all the archives 
are open. We have demanded such 
an inquest, and we repeat this de- 
mand. 

Wilson Principles Binding. 

In this conference also, where 
we stand toward our adversaries 
alone and without any allies, we 
are not quite without protection, 
You yourselves have brought us 
an ally—namely, the right which 


is guaranteed by the treaty and by ~ 


the principles of peace. 

The allies and associated Gov- 
ernments have foresworn in the 
time between the ith of October 
and the bth of November, 1918, a 
peace of violence, and have wrilt- 
ten a peace of justice on their 
banner. On the Sth of October, 
1918, the United States of North 
America as the basis of peace, 
and on the ith of November their 
Secretary of State, Mr. Lansing, 
declared that the allied and asso- 
ciated Powers agreed to this_ ba- 
Sis, with two definite deviatiofs. 

The principles of President Wil- 
son have thus become binding to 
both parties to the war—for you, 
as well as for us, and also for our 
former allies. The various princi- 
ples demand from us heavy na- 
tional and economic sacrifices, but 
the holy fundamental rights of al! 
peoples are protected by this trea- 
ty. The conscience’ of the world 
is behind it. There is no nation 
which might violate it without 
punishment. 

You will find us ready to ex- 
amine upon this basis the prelim- 
inary peace which you proposed 
to us with a firm intention of re- 
building in common work ‘with 
you that which has been destroyed, 
and, repairing any wrong that may 
have been committed,. 
the wrong to Belgium, and to show 
to mankind, new aims of po!R®ical 
and social progress. 

Problems Are Many. 

Considering the tremendous 
quantity of problems which arise 
we ought as soon as possible to 
make an examination of the prin- 
cipal tasks by special commissions 
of experts, on the basis of the 
treaty which vou have proposed 
to us. In this it will be our chief 
task to re-establish the devastated 
vigor of mankind and all the peo- 
ple who have taken part by inter- 
national protection of the life.

As our next aim I consider the 
rec@nstruction of the territories of 
Belgium and of Northern France 
which have been occupied by us 
and which have been destroyed by 
war. 

To do so we have 
ourselves the solemn obligation 
and we are resolved to execute it 
to the extent which shall have been 
agreed upon between us.

-mary of the peace treaty, delivered | 
to the German delegate’ at Ver- 
sailles vesterday by: the represnta- | 
tives of the allied and associated Pow- 
ers, as made public here by the Com- 


Inittee on Public Information: 


“Preamble. The preamble names 
as parties of the one part the 
United States, the British Empire, 
France, Italy and Japan, descrived 
ae the five allied and associated 
Powers, and Belgium, Bolivia, 
Brazil, China, Cuba, Ecuador, 
Greece, Guatemala, bMaiti,the Hed- 
jaz, Honduras, Liberia, Nicaragua, 
Paname. Peru, Poland, Portugal, 
Rumania, Servia, Siam, Czecho- 
Slovakia and Uruguay, who with 
the five above are described as the 
allied and associated Powers, and 


on the other part, Germany. 


“It states that: Bearing in mind 
that on the request of the then Im- 
perial German Government an ar- 
mistice was granted on Nov. 11, 
1918, by the five allied and associ- 
ated Powers in order that a treaty 
of peace might be concluded with 
her. and whereas the allied and 
associated Powers being equally 
desirous that the war in which 
they were successfully involved 
directiy or indirectly and which 
originated in the declaration of war 
by Austria-Hungary on July 28, 
1914, against Serbia, the declara- 
tion of war by Germany against 
Russia on August 1, 1914, and 
agaiast France on August 3, 1914, 
and in the invasion of Belgium, 
should be replaced by a firm, just 
and durable peace, the plenipoten- 
tiaries having communicated their 
powers found in good and due 


form. have agreed as follows: 


“From the coming into force of 
the present treaty the state of war 
will terminate. From the moment 
and subject to the provisions of 
this treaty official relations with 
Germany and with paeh of the 
German states will be resumed by 
the allied and associated Powers. 

“Section 1. League of Nations. 
The covenant of the league of na- 
tions constitutes section 1 of the 
peace treaty, which places upon 
the league many specific duties in 
addition to its general duties. It 
may question Germany at any time 
for a violation of the neutralized 
zone east of the Rhine as a threat 
against the world’s peace. It will 
appoint three of the five members 
of the Saar Commission, oversee 
its regime, and carry out the ple- 
biscite. It will appoint the High 


Commissioner of Danzig, guaran- 


tee the independence of the free 
city and arrange for treaties be- 


tween Danzig and Germany and 
Poland. It will work out the man- 


datory svatem to be applied to the 
former German colonies ard act as 
a final court in part of the ple 


biscites of the Belgeian-German 
frontier and in disputes as to the 


Kiel Canal. and detide certain of 


the economic and financial prob- 
lems. An international conference 
on labor is‘to be held in October 
under its direction and another on 
the international control of ports, 
Waterways and railways is fore- 
shadowed. 

“Membership—The members of 
the league will be the signatories 
of the covenant and other states 
invited to accede, who must lodge 
a deciaration of accession without 
reservation within two months. A 
new state, dominion, \or colony, 
may be admitted provided its ad- 
mission is agreed to by two-thirds 
of the assembly. A state may 
withdraw upon giving two years’ 
notice, if it has fulfilled all its in- 
ternational! obligations.” 

A permanent secretariat wil! 
be established at the seat of the 
league, which will be Geneva. 

“Assembly. The assembly will 
Consist of representatives of the 
members of the league, and will 
hieet at stated intervals. Votins

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will be by states. Each member 
will have one vote and not more 
than three representatives. 

“Council. The council will con- 
Sist of represent:tives of the five 
ereat allied Powers. together with 
representatives of four members 
selected by the assembly from time 
to time; it may co-operate with ad- 
ditional states and will meet at 
least once a year. Members not 
represented will be invited to send 
a representative when questions 
affecting their interests are dis- 
cussed. Voting will be by states. 
Each state will have one vote and 
not more than one representative. 
Decision taken by the assenibly 
and council must be unanimous 
except in regard to procedure. rind 
in certain cases specified in the 
covenant and in the treaty, where 
decisions will be by a majority. 

“Armaments. The council will 
formulate plans for a reduction of 
armaments for consideration and 
adoption. These plans will be re- 
vised every 10 years. Once they 
are adopted, no member must ex- 
ceed the armaments fixed without 
the concurrence of the council. All 
members will xchange ful! infor- 
mation as to armaments and pro- 
grams, and a permanent commis- 
sion will advise the council on mil- 
itary and naval questions.

The covenant abrogates all 
obligations between members in- 
consistent with its terms but 
nothing in it shall affect the 
validity of international engage- 
ments such as treaties of arbitra- 
tion or regional understandings 
like the Monroe Dogtrine for se- 
curing the maintenance of peace.

After recog- 
nition’ of the moral obligation to 
‘epair the wrong done in 1871 by 
Germany iheenin and the people 
of Alsace-Lorraine, the territories 
ceded to Germany by the treaty of 
Frankfort are restored to France 
with their frontiers as before 1871, 
to date from the signing of the ar-

“Citizenship is regulated by de- 
tailed provisions distinguishing 
those who are immediately re- 
stored to full French citizenship, 
those who have to make formal! 
applications therefor, and those 
for whom naturalization ig open 
after three years. The last-named 
class includes German residents in 
Alsace-Lorraine, as. distinguished 
from those who acquire,the posi- 
tion of Alsace-Lorrainers as de- 
fined by the treaty. All public 
property and all private property 
of German ex-sovereigns passes to 
France without payment or credit.

Details as to Alsace. _ 

“For five years manufactured 
products of Alsace-Lorraine will

and textile materials may be im- 
ported from Germany to Alsace- 
Lorraine and re-exported free of 
duty. Contracts for electric power 
from the right bank must be con- 
tinued for 10 years 

“For seven vears, with possible 
extension to 10, the ports of Keh!l 
and Strassbourg shall be adminis- 
tered as a single unit by a French 
administrator appointed and su- 
pervised by the Central Rhine 
Commission. Property rights will 
be safeguarded in both ports and 
equality of treatment as respects 
traffic assured the nationals, ves- 
sels and goods of every country. 
Contracts between Alsace-Lorrain- 
ers and Germans are maintained, 
save for“France’s right to annul 
on grounds of public interest. Judg- 
ments of courts held in. certain 
classes of cases, while in others a 
judicial exequature is first required.

“The allied and associated Pow- 
ers formally reserve the right to 
Russia to obtain restitution and 
reparation on the principles of the 
present treaty. 


Coal Mines of the Saar Basin Coie Army Reduced to 100,000; 


“The Saar. In compensation for 
the destruction of coal mines for 
Northern France and as payment 
on account of reparation, ter- 
many cedes to France full ownet- 
ship of the coal mines of the Saar 
basin with their subsidiaries, ac- 
cessories and facilities. Their value 
will be estimated by the reparation 
commission and credited against 
that account. The French rights 
will be governed by German law 
in force at the armistice excepting 


-war legislation, France replacing 


the present owners whom Germany 
undertakes to indemnify. France 
will continue to furnish the pres- 
ent proportion of coal for local 
needs and contribute in just pro- 
portion to local taxes. The basin 
extends from the frontier of Lor- 
raine as re-annexed to France 
north as far as St. Wendel, includ- 
ing on the west the Valley of the 
Saar as far as Saarholzbach and 
on the east the town of Homburg. 

“In order to secure the rights 
and welfare of the population and 
to guarantee to France entire 
freedom in working the mines, the 
territory will he governed by a 
commission appointed by the 
league of nations and consisting of 
five members—one French, one a 
native inhabitant of the Saar and 
three representing three different 
countries other than France and 
Germany. sane seague Will appoint 
a member of the commission § as 
chairman, tv act as executive of 
the comniission The commission 
will have all powers of government 
formerly belonging to the German 
Empire, Prussia and Bavaria, will 
administer the ratlroads and other 
public services and have full power 
to interpret the treaty clauses. 
The local courts will continue, but 
subject to the commission. Exist- 
ing German legislation will remain 
the basis of the law, but the com- 
mission may make modification 
after consulting a local representa- 
tive assembly which it will organ- 
ize “It will have the taxing power, 
but for local purposes only. New 
taxes must be approved by this 
assembly.

“Labor legislation will consider 
the wishes of the local labor or- 
ganizations and the labor program 
of the ieague French and other 
labor may be freely utilized, the

will be maintained by Germany 
and the Saar Commission. There 
will be no military sérvice, but 
only a local gendarmerie to pre- 
serve order.

“Military Forces.—-The demob- 
ilization of the German army must 
take place within two months of 
the peace. Its strength may not 
exceed 100,000, including 4000 offi- 
cers, with not over seven divisions 
of infantry, and three of cavalry, 
and to be devoted exclusively to 


maintenance of internal order and 
control of frontiers. Divisions may 
not be grouped under more than 
two army corps headquarters 
staffs.

“Germany further binds herself 
to repay all sums borrowed by 
Belgium from her her allies as a 
result of Germany's violation of 
the treaty of 1839 up to Nov. 11, 
1918, and for this purpose will is- 
sue at once and hand over to the 
Reparation Commission 5 per cent 
gold bonds falling due in 1926. 
The total obligations of Germany

“In order to effect payment by 
deliveries in kind, Germany is re- 
quired, for a limited number of 
years, varying in the case of each, 
to deliver coal, coal tar products, 
dyestuffs and chemical drugs in 
specific amounts to the reparations 
commission. The commission may 
so modify the condition of deliv- 
ery as not to interfere unduly with 
Germany's industrial require- 
ments. The deliveries of coal are 
based largely upon the principle of 
making good diminutions in the 
production of the allied countries 
resulting from the war. 


Restoration of Devastated Areas. 

“Devastated Areas: Germany 
undertakes to devote hér economic 
resources directly to the physical 
restoration of the invaded areas. 
The reparation commission is au- 
thorized to require Germany to re- 
place the destroved articles by the 
delivery of animals, machinery, 
etc., existing in Germany, and to 
manufacture materials required 
for recqnstruction purposes with 
due consideration for Germany's 
essential domestic requirements. 

“Coal, Ete.: Germany is to deliv- 
er annually for 10 years to France 
coal equivalent to the difference 
ebtween annual pre-war output of 
Nord and as deP Calais mines and 
annual production during above 10 
vears. Germany further gives op- 
tions over 10 years for delivery of 
7,000,000 tons of coal per year to 


France in addition to the above, 
of 8,000,000 tons to Belgium 
and of an amount rising from 


4,500,000 tons in 1919 to 1920 to 
8,500,000 tons in 1923 to 1924 to 
Italy at prices to be fixed as pre- 
scribed in the treatv. Coke may 
be taken in place of coal in ratio 
of three tons to four. Provision 
is also made for delivery to France 
over three years of benzol, coal 
tar and of ammonia. The com- 
mission has powers to postpone or 
annul the above deliveries should 
they interfere unduly with the 
dustrial requirements of Germany. 
Dyestuffs and Chemicals. 

“Dyestuffs and Chemical Drugs 
—Germany accords option to the 
commission on dyestuffs and 
chemical drugs, including quinine, 
up to 50 per cent of total stock in 
Germany at the time the treaty 
comes in force and similar options 
during each six months to end of 
1924 up to 25 per cent of previous 
six months’ output. 

“‘Cables—Germany renounces all 
title to specified cables, value of 
such as were privately owned be- 
ing credited to her against repa- 
ration indebtedness. 

“Special Provisions-——As repara- 
tion for the destruction of the lib- 
rary of Louvain, Germany is to 
hand over manuscripts, early 
printed books, prints, etc., to be 
equivalent to those destroyed. In 
addition to the above Germany is 
to hand over to Belgium wings 
now at Berlin belonging to the 
altar piece of the Adoration of 
the Lamb by Hubert and Jan Van 
Eyck, the center of which now is 
in the church of Saint Bavo of 
Ghent, and the wings now at Ber- 
lin and Munich, ofthe alter piece 
of the last supper by Dirk Bouts, 
the center of which belongs to the 
church of Saint Peter at Louvain. 

“Germany is to restore within 
six months the Koran of the Cal- 
iph Othman, formerly at Medina 
‘to the King of the Hedjaz I, and 
the skull of the Sultan Mkwawa. 
formerly in German East Africa, 
to his Britannic Majesty’s Govern- 
ment. 

“Finance.—Powers to which 
German territory is ceded will as- 
sume a certain portion of the Ger- 
man pre-war debt, the amount to 
be fixed by the Reparations Com- 
mission on the basis of the ratio 
between the revenue of the ceded 
territory and Germany's total rev- 
enues for the three years pre- 
ceding the war. In view, however, 
of the special circumstances under 
which Alsace-Lorraine was sepa- 
rated from France in 1871, when 
Germany refused to accept any 
part of the French public debt. 
France will not assume any part 
of Germany's pre-war debt there. 
nor will Poland share in certain 
German debts incurred for the op- 
pression of Poland. If the value of 
the German public property in 
ceded territory exceeds the amount 
ef debt assumed, the states to

The cost of reparation is the next 
charge, after making such provi- 
sions for payments for imports as 
the allies may deem necessary. 

“Germany is to deliver to the al- 


lied and, Associated Powers all 
arms deposited in -Germany by 
Turkey and Austria-Hungary in 


connection with the financial sup- 
port extended by her to them dur- 


ing the war, and to transfer to the 
allies all claim against Austria- 
Hungary, Bulgaria or Turkey in 


connection with agreements made 
during the war. Germany con- 
firms the renunciation of the trea- 
ties of Bucharest and Brest- 
Litovsk. 

“On the request of the Repara- 
tions Commission, Germany will 
expropriate any right, rights or in- 
terests of her nationals in public 
utilities in ceded territories or 
those administered by manda- 
tories, and in Turkey, China, Rus- 
sia, Austria-Hungary and Bulgaria, 
and transfer them to the Repara- 
tions Commission, which will 
credit her with their value. 

“Germany guarantees to repay 
to Brazil the fund arising from.the 
sale of Sao Paulo coffee which she 
refused to allow Brazil to with- 
draw from Germany. 

‘Bilaterial treaties. Each allied 
and associate state ray renew any 
treaty with Germany in so far as 
consistent with the peace treaty 
by giving notice within six months. 
Treaties entered into by Germany 
since Aug. 1, 1914, with other 
enemy states and before or since 
that date with Rumania, Russia 
and governments representing 
parts of Russia are abrogated and 
any concession granted under 
pressure by Russia to German sub- 
jects annulled. The allied and as- 


sociated states are to enjoy most 
favored nation treatment under 
treaties entered into by tsermany 
and other enemy states before 
Aug. 1, 1914, and under treaties 
entered !nto by Germany and neu- 
tral gates during the war. 


Payment of Pre-War Debts. 
system of 


‘Pre-war debts. A 
clearing houses is to be created 
within three months. one in Ger- 


many and one in each allied and 
associated states which adopts the 
plan for the payment of pre-war 
debts including those artsing from 
contracts suspended by the war, 
for the adjustment of the pro- 
ceeds of the liquidation of enemy 
property and the settlement of oth- 
er obligations. Each participating 
state assGmes responsibility for the 
payment of all debts owing by its 
nationals to nationals of the enemy 
states except in cases of pre-war 
insolvency of the debtor. The pro- 
ceeds of the sale of private enemy 
property in each participating 
state may be used to pay the debts 
owed to the nationals of that state, 
direct payment from debtor to 
creditor and all communications 
relating thereto being prohibited. 
Disputes may be settled by arbi- 
tration by the courts of the debtor 
country or by the mixed arbitral 
tribunal. Any ally or associated 
Power may, however, decline to 
parcipate in this system by giving 
Germany six months’ notice.

‘‘Nfixed arbitral tribunals shall 
be established of three members, 
one chosen by Germany. one by 
the associated states and the third 
by agreement, or failing which by 
the President of Switzerland. They 
shall have jurisdiction over all 
disputes as to contracts concluded 
before the present peace treaty. 


“Fire insurance contracts are 
not considered disso ‘ed by the 
war, even if premiums have not 


been paid, but lapse at the date of 
the first annual premium falling 
due three months after the peace. 
Life insurance contracts may be 
restored by payments of accumu- 
lated premiums with interest, 
sums falling due on such contracts 
during the war to be recoverable 
with interest. Marine insurance 
contracts are dissolved by the out- 
break of war except where the risk 
insured against had already been 
incurred. Where the risk had not 
attached premiums paid are re- 
coverable, otherwise premiums cue 
and sums due on losses are recov- 
erable. Reinsurance treaties are 
abrogated unless insurance has | 
made it impossible for the rein- 
sured to find another’ reinsurer. 
Any allied or associated Power, 
however, may cancel all the con- 
tracts running between its nation- 
als and a German life insurance 
company, the latter being obligat- 
ed to hand over the proportion of 
its assets attributable to such poll- 
cies. 

“Industrial property rights as to

WOMEN'S CLUBS TOPIC 


Missouri Federation Delegates 
Discuss Address by Mrs. Fox 
at Second Day’s Session. 


The principal topic of discussion

Missouri Federation of Womens 


Clubs at their second days session

Many of these, Mrs. fox 
pointed out in her talk, were killed 
in conimittee ih the House, but 14 
bills have passed and are awaiting 
the ratification of the Senate. 

Those interested fear that adjourn- 
ment of the Legislature will inter- 
fere- with action on the pending 
measures and at the opeging of the 
session Wednesday night a telegram 
was sent asking the ratification of 
the bills. Mrs. Lucille Lowenstein, 
secretary of the commission, who 
was to speak this morning on “Lay- 
ing ee. Foundation for the Rising 
Generation,” was prevented from at- 
tending the convention owing to the 
fact that she is now in Jefferson City 
making efforts to secure the passage 
of the proposed measures.

THE AVERAGE MAN. 

HE average man was buried on 
T sesteraas. Hie had the average 

funeral. However, neither of 
these things is what we really want to 
say. Neither of them is in the least 
important. The thing we want to say 
—the important thing—is that when 
the average man was buried his preju- 
dices went underground with him. 

He had made the average collec- 
tion or prejudices.

They had long ago 
removed him from any great useful- 
ness in the world. They had come 
to pain and embarrass many of his 
friends. So they were buried; and 
while many people sincerely grieved 
the passing of the man, they were all 
glad to see his prejudices end .in the 
only way the average man’s preju- 
dices can end. 

He left some 
shared with others.

thing which, as one of his friends 
eaid on returning from the funeral, 
fairly reconciles one to death.
